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One night was {pent with little fleep with the moft, buc with 
friendly entertainment, and Chriftian: difcourfe, and other 
reall expreflions of true Chriftian love. The next day the 
wind being fair they went on Board, and their friends with 
them, where. truely-doleful was the fight.of that fad and 
mournful parting, to hear what fighs and fobs and prayers 
did found amongit them ; what tears did gufh from every eye, 
and pithy {peeches pierced each others heart, chat fundry of

Fohn Carver, Mr. Wiliam Bradford, Mr. Edward winflow, Ca- 
“ptain Afiles Standifo, Mr. fohn Howland, Mr. Richard warren, 
Mr. Steven Hopkins, Mr. Edward Tilly, Mr. foha Tilly, Mr. 
Clark, Mr. Coppin, john Allerton, Thomas Englifh , Ea- 
Ward Doten, withthe Mafter Gunner of the Ship, and three 
other of thecommon Seamen , thefe fet fail on Wednefday the 
_ fixth of ‘December 1620, intending to Circulate the deep Bay 

‘of Cape Cod, the weather being very cold, fo as the Spra of 
the Sea lighting on their Coats, they were as if they had been 
‘glazed; notwithftanding, that night they got down into the 
‘bottom of the Bay, and as they drew near the fhore they faw 
fome ten or twelve Zudians, and landed about a League off 
them, (but with fome difficulty, by reafon of the Sholes in 
that place) where they tarried that night. In the morning 
they divided their Company to coaft along, fome on fhore, and 
fome in the Boat, where they faw the Zzdiaws had been the day 
before cutting up of a Fifh like a Grampws ; and fo they ranged 
‘up and down all that day, but found no people, nor any place 
they liked as fic for their fecclement: and that night they. on 
fhore met with their Boat at a certain Creek, where they made 
them a Barricado of boughs and logs for their lodging that 
night, and being weary betook themfelves to their reft. . The 
next morning about five of the clock ({eeking guidance and 
protection from God by prayer) and refrefhing themfelves in 
way Of preparation to perfiftonin their intended Expedition, 
fome of them carried their Arms downto the Boat, having 
laid chem up in their Coats from the moifture of the sweather ; 
but others faid they would not carry theirs untill they went 
themfelves: But prefently allona fudden, about the dawning 
of the day, they heard a great and {trange cry, and one of 
_ their Company being on board, came haftily in, and cried, \Jz- 
_ dians, Tadians, and withall their Arrows-came flying amongtt 
| hem ,-on which, all cheir men ran with, fpeed to.recover their 
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Arms (as by Gods good Providence they did.) Inthemean » 
rime, fome of thofe that were ready difcharged two Muskets at — 
them, and two more ftood ready at the entranée of their Ren- 
dezvouz, but were commanded not to fhoot, untill they could 
take full aim atthem , and the other two charged again with 
all fpeed, for there were onely four that had Armsthere, and 
defended the Barricado which’was firft aflaulted. The cry of 
the Isdians was dreadful, efpecially when they faw. their men 
run outof their Rendezvouz towards the Shallop to recover 
their Arms . the Zvdians wheeling about uponthem: but fome 
running out with Coats of Mail, and Cuttle-axes in their hands, . 
they foon recovered their Arms, and difcharged amongf{t them, 
and foon ftayed their violence. Notwith{tanding, there was a 
jufty man, and no lefs valiant, ftood behinde a Tree within half 
a Musket fhor, and let fly his Arrows amongft them :- he was 
-feento fhoor three Arrows, which were all avoided, and ftood © 
| three fhot of a Musket, untill one taking full aim at him, made 
vais place ot the Bark or Splinters of the Tree fly about his ears , after" 
ns ee ihe which he gave.an extraordinary fhriek, and away they went all 
ait Betas of them: and fo leaving fometo keep the Shallop, they fol- 
rely lowed them about a quarter ofa mile, that they might conceive 
that they were not afraid of them, or any way difcouraged. 
Thus it pleafed God to vanquifh their Enemies, ‘and to give 
chem deliverance, and by his f{pecial Providence foto difpofe, 
that not any one of them was either hurt or hic, though their 
Arrows came clofe by them; and fundry of their Coats which 
hung upin the Barricado were-fhot through and through: for 
which falvation and deliverance they rendred folemn Thanks- 
giving unto the Lord. . coe VAC. 
“From hence they departed, and coafted afl along, but difcern- 
ed no place likely for Harbour, and therefore hafted to the 
place their Pilot (as aforefaid) told them of, who affured them 
chat there was.a good Harbour, and they might fetch it befor: bs, :

the Harbour, But when it cameto, the Pilot was deceived in 
the place, and faid, Lord be merciful to xs, my cyes never [aw this 
place before: and he and the Mafters Mate would -have run the 
Boat afhorein.a Cove full of Breakers before the wind, but’a 
Jufty Seaman which fteered bade them that rowed, Jf they were 


men, abont With her, elfe they Were all caf? away , the which they 


did with allfpeed: fohe bade:them be of good chear, and row 


hard, for there was a fair Sound before them, and he doubted not 


but they foould finde one place or other where they might vide in 


Sofety. And although it was very dark, and rained fore, yet in 


the end they got urider the lee of a fmal! Ifland, and remained 
there all night in fafety. - Bue they knew not this to be@

untill the next morning, but were divided in their mindes, fome 
would keep the Boat, doubting they might be amongft the Zz- 
dians, others were fo wet and cold they could not endute, but 


~ got on fhore, and with much difficulry got fire;‘and fo the 


whole were refrefhed, and refted in fafery that night. © The 


‘next day rendring thanks to God for his great deliverance of 


them, and-his continued ‘merciful good Providence towards 
them, and finding this to be an Iland,. it being the laft day of 


the week, they refolved to keep the Sabbath there, 


On the fecond day of the week following they founded the 
Harbour, and found it fic’ for Shipping, and marched into the 


_: Land, ‘and found divers'Corn fields, and little rusihing Brooks, 
_ -aplace (as they fuppofed) fit for Sicuation, at leaft it was ‘che 
__» beft.that chey could finde, and the feafon-and their prefent ne- 
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ceffity made them glad to accept of it. So they returned again 
to their Ship with this News to the reft of their people, which 
did much comfort their hearts. | ; 
On the fifteenth of December they weighed Anchor, to go to 
the place they had difcovered, and arrived the fixteenth day in 
the Harbour they had formerly difcovered, and afterward took 
better view of the place, and refolved where to pitch their 
Dwellings, and on the Five and twentieth day of December 
began to erect the firft Houfe for common ule, to receive them 
and their goods: and after they had provided a place for their 
soods and common ftore (which was long in unlading for 
want of Boats, and by reafon of foulnefs of the winter wea- 
ther, and ficknefs of divers) they began to build fome fmall 
Cottages for Habitation, as time would admit; and alfo con- 
faulted of Laws and Orders both, for their Civil and Adilitary 
~ Government, as theneceflicy of their prefent condition did re- 
quire, Butthat which was fad and lamentable, that in two or 
three Moneths time half of their Company died, efpecially in 
Panuary and February, being the depth of Winter , wanting 
houfes and other comforts, being infected with the Scurvy, and 
other Difeafes, which this long Voyage and their incommodate 
condition had brought uponthem, foas there died fometimes 
cwo, fometimes three on a day in the aforefaid time, that of 
One hundred and odde perfons,fearce Fifty remained. Among{t 
othersin the time fore-named, died Mr. Wikiam Adulins, a 
man pious and well-deferving, endowed alfo with a confider- 
able outward Eftate, and had it been the will of God that he 
had furvived, might have proved an ufeful Inftrument in his, 
place; with feveratothers who deceafed in this. great and com- 
mon-affiicion, whom I might take notice of to the like effect. 
Of thofe that did furvivein this time of diftrefs and calamity 
that was upon them, there was fometimes but fix or feven | 
found perfons, who (to.their great commendation be itfpoken) 


fpared no pains night nor day tobe helpful to therelt, mot 
’ fhunning to do very mean fervices to help the weak and impo- 


tent. [a which SicknefstheSeamen thared alfo.deeply, and a 
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‘many died, to about the one half of them before they went 
away. Thus being but few, and very weak, this was an op- 
portunity for the Salvages to have made a prey of them, who 
were wont to be the moit cruel -and treacherous people tn all 
thefe parts, even like Lions , but tothem they were as Lambs, 
God ftriking a dread in their hearts, fo as they received no 
harm fromthem. The Lord alfo fo difpofed, as aforefaid, 
much to wafte them by a great Mortality, together with which 
were their own Civil Diffentions, and Bloody Wars, fo as the 
twentieth perfon was fcarce left alive when thiefe people arrived, 
there remaining fad {pectacles of that Mortalicy tn the place 
where they feated,- by many bones and skulls of the dead lying 
above-ground, whereby it appeared, that the living of chem 


were not able to bury their dead. Someof the ancient Indians 


that are furviving at the writing hereof, do affirm, That about 


fome twe or three years before the firft Exglifs here arrived, 


they fawa Blazing Star or Comet, which wasa fore-runner of 
this fad Mortality, for foonm after it came upon them in ex- 
eremity. Thus God made way for his people, by removing the 
Heathen, and planting theminthe Land, yet we hope in mer- 


cy to fome of the pofterity of thefe poor blinde Salvages, by. 
being means (at lea{t ftepping-ftones) for others to come and — 


Preach the Gofpel amongftthem : of which afterwards in ns 
more proper place. But to return. ‘i ae 

The Indians after their arrival would fhew themfelves afarre 
off, but when they endeavoured to come near them, they 


~wouldrunaway. But aboutthe fixteenth of AZarch, 1621. 
a certain Indian called Samofet came boldly amongft them, and 


fpake to them ia broken Englifh, which yet they could well un- 


derftand , at which they marvelled: but at sength they under-~ 
ftood that he belonged to the Eaftern parts of the Country, - 


and had acquaintance with fundry of the Fag Fifhermen, 


and could name fundry of them, from whom he learned his 


language. . He became very profitable to them, inacquainting 
them with many things concerning the ftate of the Country in 
the Eaftern parts, as alfo of the people here, ‘of their Names, 
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Number, and Strength, of their Situation, and Diftance from 
this place, and who was Chief amongft them: He told them 
alfo of another Indian called Squanto, alias Tifquantam, one oF 
this place, who had been in England, and could {peak ‘better 
Englifh then himfelf: And after courteous entertainment of 
him, he was difmiffed. Afterwards he came again, with fome | 
other Natives, and told them of the coming of the great 


Sachem named AZaffafoict, who (about four ot five dayes after) 


came wich the chief of his Friends and other Attendants, with 
the aforefaid Sguanto, with whom (after friendly entertainment 
and fome gifts given him) they made a League of Peace with 
him, which continued with him and his Succeffors to the time 
of the writing hereof, Theterms and Conditions of the {aid

as their Agentin the firtt rranfaéting of things, bur alfoalhalong: 
to the period of his life, to bea pious, faichtul, andwery: benefi 
cial Inftrument, and now isreaping thefruit of his laboun wit 
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_| His Wife who was alfo a gracious woman, lived not fix 
weeks after him : fhée being overcome with excellive grief for 
the lofs of fo gracious an Husband, likewife died. | 
In fome fhort diftance of time after this, Me.wifian Bradford 
was chofen Governour of Plimoth in his ftead, being not as yet 
well recovered of his weaknefs, having bin at the point of death, 
and Mr. T/aac Allerton \ikewife was chofen to be his Affittant. 
The fecond of Puly in this yeat they fent Me. Edward rrinflow 
and Mr. Steven Hopkins, unto the great Sachem Miaffafoier a- 
forefaid, with a gratuitie to congratulate with him, and to view 
his Country, and likewife to take notice of what ftr ength of men 
he had, ec. having Sguantofor their guide: who found his 
place to be about forty Miles from New-Plimonth , his People 
few in comparifon of what they had been, by reafon of the 
mortality amongft the Judiaas forementioned. © Thefe brought 


word upon their return of the Narrhaganfets,a People that li- 


ved on the otherfide of that sreat Bay, which ‘ate a’ People 


ftrong and many in number, living compad together, and‘ had » 
notat all been touched with the wafting Plague before-{pecified, 
They alfo brought a full intelligence in reference unto the par- 


ticulars they were fent about, and fo returned inf afety, - ‘i 
Thus their peace being well eftablifhed with the Natives a- 


bout them, which was mach furthered by an Indian named Ho- 
bamak, who came to live amongft the Engi, he being a proper — 
lufty young man, and oné that-was in account amongft the Jx- 


dians in thofe parts for his valour, continued faithful and con- 
ftant to the Eaz/jbuntil his death. He with the faid Squanto 
_ being fent amongft che Zedians about bufinefs for the Englif,

fafety, and all of them might {mart for it: for they had al- 
ready heard how they had wronged the Zndiaus, by ftealing

Whiles things went on in this manner with them, the Go- 
vernour and People of Plimouth had notice that the Sachem 
Meaffafoiet their Friend was fick, and near unto death, and they 
fent to vifit him, and fent him fome comfortable things, which» 
gave him content, and was a means of his recovery: Upon. 
which occafion he difeovered the Confpiracy of thefe Indians, 
how they were refolved to cut off Mr. weffoxs Company, for 
the continual Injuries they had done them, and would now 
take opportunity of their weaknefs, and do it, and for that 
end had confpired with other Jndians their Neighbours there- 
abouts: and thinking the People here would revenge their 
death, they therefore thought to do the like by them, there- 
fore to prevent it, and) that fpeedily, by taking fome of the 
chief of them before it was:too late, for he affured them of the

- Thisdid much trouble them, and they took it into ferious 
confideration, and found upon Examination, and’ other Evi 
dences.to give light thereinto, That the matter was really fo 
asthe faid Sachem:-had told them, .

soit was how thought:high time to prevent further-mifchief, to 
call them! relaccount 3. foothe :Governour' called a‘Court, and 
fummoned rhe wholecompany togher, andithey charged Lyford 
and Oldham with fuchthingsias:they were ‘guiltysof refpecting 
the premifes'.> but they werettiffy and :{tood refolutely upon the 
denialof molt things, and required proofs ‘they: ‘frit ailedged 
whatwasiwritcompared witht their practifesherey that it was 
evidenr they: joyned in plotting againit them, and dilturbed their 
peaceiatheit Crvilaand Churchettate, which was moft injurious, 
for both they.and all:the world knew they came hither to: enjoy 
the liberty of their Confciences, in the free ufe: vf) Gods: Ordt- 
gances, and: forithatend had: ventured ‘their’ lives, and pafled 
through fo mich hardfhiphitherro, and they and their friends 
had born the-charge of  thefé beginnings, which was ‘not fmall, 
and that he (viz.)

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charge, and both he and his-great family was maintained on the 
fame, and for him to plot againft them,.and feek their ruine, 
- Was moit unjuft and perfideous. 

Buc Lyford denied, and made ftrangeof fundry things laid 
to his charge. Then his Letters were produced, at which he 
was firuck mute. “Oldham began to be furious, and to rage, 
becaufethey had intercepted their Letters, :provoked the peo- 
ple to Mutiny in fuch words asthefe, A/y ALafters, where are 

your hearts 2: now fhew yout courage: you ‘have often complained 
ta me foand fo, now-ts the time, if you will do anything, L will) 
ftand by you, &c. thinking that every one knowing his hu-: 
mour that had fooled & flattered him, or otherwife, or that in 
thetr Difcontent uttered any thing. unto him, would now fide 
’ with him in open Rebellion: But he:-was deceived, for not a 
man opened his mouth, all were filent. orkw -Dancree 

Then the Governour took pains in Conviing Lyford of his 
Hypocrifieand Treachery, in abufing his friends, in taking Go- 
pies of cheir Letters in an-under-hand way, and fending them 
abroad to their..difgrace,.cc. and. produced them, and his own 
Letters under. his own Hand, which he could not deny, and 

_ .caufed them to be read before all the people; at. which all.-his 
Confedrates.were blank, and had not a word to fay... But after 
awhile he began to fay, That. fundry had. made fome Complaints 
unto him, and informed him of divers things: which. being there 
prefent, .and che particulars named to them, they denied, 

« Then they dealt with him, about his Diffembling in the 
Church, and that he profeffed co concur with them in all things, 
and what a large Confeffion he had madeat his admittance ; 
and that he held not himfelf a. Minifter, till he had anew Cal- 
ding, c, and.yet now he contefted. againft them; aud drewa 
Company apart, and fequeftred -himfelf, and would go.about 
toadminifter the Sacraments by. his former, Calling, without 
ver acquainting them with. it... In, conclufion -he was fully 
comvicted, and burft out into tears, and. confett be feared he 
___ was.a Reprobate, his fins were fo great that he doubted that God 

woulda not pardon them, be. was. nnfavoury ‘falt,.&c, and ida 
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had fo wronged them, as he conld never make them amends , con 
fefling all he-bad written. acainf? thera mas falfe and naxght, both 
for-matter and manacr : And allthis he did-with as much ’tulnefs. 
as words and tears could exprefs, 

After their Trialand Conviction, the Court fentenced’ them 
to beexpelled. the Plantation, John Oldham prefently"to de- 
part, though his Wife and Famtyh.d-iberty to ftay all Winter, 
or longer, untill he could make provifion to remove them com- 
fortably, Lyford had libercy to ftay fix Months, it was with 
fome eye’to his releafe, if he carried himfelf well in the mean: 
rime, and that his Repentance proved found. - Lyford acknow- 
ledged his Cenfure was farre lefs:then he deferved, and after- 
wards. he confefled. his fin publickly in the Church ‘with ‘tears, 
more largely then before. I fhall here relate it as [ finde it 
penned by fome who took it from his own mouth as ‘hiinfelf

A T thetime of their EleGion Court, Zohn Oldham came 
4 Magain amongftthem, and though it was a part of his

- Goafciences, and confeffed fuch fins as. molt burthened them 
\ 
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and the faid Fob Oldham did make a free and- large Confeflion 
of the wrongs he had done to the Church and People at P/i-~- 


-mouthin many particulars ; that as he had fought their Ruine, 


foGod had now met-with him, and might deftroy him, yea, he 
feared that they all fared the -worfe for his fake : He prayed God 
to forgive him, and made Vows, That if the Lord [pared hes 
life, be would become otherwife.. This was reported by fome of 
good Credit not long fince living in the AZaffachafets Bay, thar 
were themfelves partners inthe fame danger, which was on 
the Sholes of Cape Cod... ; : 

It pleafed God to fpare their lives, but they loft their voyage. 
and in time afterwards the faid Mr. fobs Oldham carried him- 
felf ‘fairly towards them, and acknowledged the hand of God 
to be with them; and feemed to have an honourable réfped of 
them, and'fo far made his peace with them,-as he had liberty to 
go and come at his pleafure, and in fometimeafter went on tra- 


dinginafmall veffel amongit the Z#dians;-and being’ weakly 


manned, upon fome quarrel betwixt them, they flew him with 
an hatchet: this his death being one ground of the Pequot war, 
of which afterwards in its proper place. 

_ The ume being expired that Mr. Pobx' Lyford his Cenfure was 
totake place, he was fo far from ‘anfwering their hopes by a- 
mendment, as he had doubled ‘his -evil, as beéfore-mentioned: 
But firft behotd the hand of God concerning him, wliereirthat 
of the Pfalmift is verified, he hath made a pit and digged it, and ts 
fallen into the pit that he made: hethouyht to bring fhame and 
difsrace upon them, but inftead of that, opens his own to all the 
world, for his wife who was a prudent fober woman, taking 
notice of his falfeand deceitful carriage about the premifes, in 
grief of minde expreffed her fears, that God would bring upon 
himfelf and his family; fome fad judgement for thefe and other 
his wicked pradtifes, and related that he hada Baftard by: ano=_ 
ther woman, before marriage with her, whiclrhe denied to her 
wich ain oath, but ic afterwards appeared'to be fo: and another:

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and fo came New-Exgland to be troubled with him. Being 
banifhed hence, he went firft to Nantasker, then to Salem, and 
after to Virginia, where he fhortly after died, 

have been too tedious in my relating the plots of thefe 
wicked AZachavillians : But to conclude, the Reader may take 
notice, that God obferved and brought to nought their wicked 
devices,was a defence to the innocent, and caught them in the 
{nares they privily layed for them,punifhing one fin by another, 
until he had accomplifhed the freedom of his Z/rael, by the 
overthrow of his and their enemies, for which his mercy, let 
his holy Name be praifed for evermore. 

This ftorm thus blown over, yer fundry fad effects followed, 
for the company of the Merchant Adventurers brake in pieces 
hereupon, and the greateft part wholly deferted the Colony, bur 
yet God took care of it, for although fundry of them fell off © 
and adventured no more towards thefupport thereof, but ra- 
ther proved manifeft adverfaries thereunto then otherwife : and 
the reft, partly becaufe they were grown (fomeof them ) low 
in-their eftates, and there being fmall hopes of returns to their 
expectations ; although courteous in words and well wifhes, 
yet afforded little or nohelp after this, fo that the Plantation 
was fain to ftand on their own legs, being indeed marvelloufly 
fupported by the Lord, for it pleafedhim fo to blefs their’ en- 

_ deavours, as that they raifed great crops of Indian Corn (about 
this time ) foas they had enough, andto fpare, and began to 
have thoughts of improving part-of it in a way of trading 
with the Indians, and having only two fhallops, and no bigger 
veflels, they laid a deck on the one of them in the midfhips,to pre- 
ferve the corn dry from weather, & fo fent her laden with corn. 
_ -toaplace call’d Keaebek,about fifty leagues off to the Eaftwards: 
_ and notwithftanding they were {trangers to the way, and place 
-Of trade, and to the people, and having no feamen to go with 
_them, and at that feafon, being the latter. end of the year and 
drawing onto winter ; yet it pleafed God to preferve them, 
_ and fo to biefs their endeavours, as that they returned in fafety, 
_and-with good fuccefs,it being the firft enterprife they atchieved 
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in this kind ( at leaft.) fo far, and it proved an inlet co a further 

trade, which was greatly beneficial to them afterwards, 
And here I may not omit the obfervable difpenfation of Gods 

providence, refpecting his dealing with the Adventurers fore- 


mentioned, in reference unto two fhips they fent unto thefe 


parts about that time, ona fithing voyage only upon their own 
account, having left the Plantation to fhiftfor themfelves , one 


“of thefe hips was afmall one ( viz.) the fames forenamed, 


which was well laden with good Cor fi/2, and in her a great 
quantity likewife of Beaver and other furs, which was fent by 
the Plantation to the Adventurers, and returned for Eugland : 
the other fhip was alfo laden with good dry fi, and fhe alfo — 
returned with her ; being thus well fratghted, they went to- 
gether lovingly and joyfully away, the greater fhip towing the 
jeffer at her {tern all the way over-bound, and had fuch fair 
weather, as they never caft her off, till they were fhot deep 
into the Exglify Chanel, almoft within fight of Plimouth, and yet 
there the was unhappily taken bya Tarks-man of war, & carried 
into Sally, where the Mafter and Men were made Slaves, and 
many of the Beaver-skins were fold for four pence a piece. 
Thus were all their hopes dafhed in this refpect, and the joy- 
full News they went to carry home, turned into heavy Tidings, 
Some thought this a Hand of God for fome unkindnefs fhewed 
tothe Plantation, by exaction upon them in reference to a par- 
cel of goods they a little before had fent over to them on ex- 
treme Rates: But Gods Judgements are unfearchable, neither 
ought weto betoo bold therewith, But however, it fhews 
us the uncertainty of all humane things, and what little caufe 
there isin joying in them, or trufting to them. 

In the bigger of thefe Ships Captain Ailes Standifh went 
over-as Agentin the behalf of the Plantation, in reference un- 
to fome particulars yet depending betwixt them and the Ad- 
venturers; asalfo to the Honourable Council of New-Eng- 
land: and norwithftanding fome Difficulty he met with in his 
occafions, by reafon of the Peftilence which was then fo shor _ 
in the City of Londow, yet he accomplifhed his bufinels fo, ‘ee 
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he left rhings ina fair way for future Compofition betwixe the 
faid Merchant-Advencurers and -the Plantation: and he {pake’ 
alfo with fome of the Honourable Council afore-named, who ° 
promifed all helpfulnefs to the Plantation that lay in them, 
About this timedt pleafed the Lord likewife to give them peace, 
health, and good fuccefs on their endeavours, tis holy Name 


be praifed. 
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, Bout: the beginning of April, they heard of Captain 

- A. Standie tis arrival, andfenta boat to fecch him home ;.. 
welcome he-was, but the news he brought was fad in many re- 

ards, not onlyin regard of the forementioned loffes: which

means how it might be effected, bur concluded ¢ as it were ) that 
all cheir hopes was cutoff, and many being aged, began to drop 
away by death, All which things before related, being well 
weighed and laid together, ic could not but {trike them with 
sreat perplexity, and tolook humanely on the ftate of things 

as they prefented themfelves at this time, .it is a,marvel it did, 
not wholly difcourage and fink them,but they gathered up their,

Likewife this Year they began to make fome diftribution of

the general Imployments: which condition of theirs brings to 
minde that. which maybe read in Plmy of the Romans fir(t be- 
ginnings in Remus time, how every man contented himfelf 
with two Acres of Land, and had no more afligned them : and 
Chap. 3. It was thought a great Rewardtoreceive at the hands of 
the People of Rome a Pinte of Corn, and long after, the great- 
eft Prefent given to a Captain that had got a Vittory over their E- 
memes, Was as-much ground ashe could Till in one day, and he 
was. not accounted a good, but a dangerous man, that would not 
content himfelf with feven Acres of Land, as ‘allo how they did 
pound their Cornin Mortars, as thefe people were forced to do 
- many years before they could geta Mill; © 
Norwithitanding as abovelaid) fo fmalla portion of Land 
ferved them at the firft, yet afterwards for divers Reafons 
moving thereunto,they were neceflitated to lay out fome larger 
Proportions to each perfon ; -yet refolving to keep fuch a mean 
in diftribution of Lands, as fhould not hinder ‘their growth by 
others, coming to them; and therefore accordingly allotted to 
every one in each Family Twenty Acres to be laid out; five 
Acres in breadth by the »Water-fide, and: four Acres in 
length.

I may not omit the inferting ofa particular that fell out this 
year, in reference unto a'Ship with many Paffengers in her, and 
fome confiderableigoods, whicly was bound for Virginia, who 
had loft themfelves at Sea, either by the infufficiency of the 
‘Mafter, or hisillnefs (for he was fick, and lame of the Scurvy, 
fo ashe could but lye in the Cabbin-door and give ‘direction, 
and ( it fhould feem ) was badly affifted either with Mate or 
Marriners) or elfe the fear of, and the unrulinefs of the Pat 
_ fengers was fuch, as they made them fteer'a Courfe between 
the Sourhweft and Northwelt, chat they might’ fall with fome 
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Land, whatever it was they cared not, for they had been_fix. 
weeks at Sea and had no Beer, nor Wacer, nor Wood leit, but 
had burne up all cheir empty Cask, onely one of the-Company 
had a Hogfhead of Wine or two, which was alfo almoit fpent, | 
foas they feared they fhould be flarved at Sea, or confumed. 
with? Difeafes, which made them run this defperate Courfe. 
Buc it pleafed God,that although they came fo near the Sholes of 
CapeCod, or elfe ran {tumbling over them inthe night they 
knew not how, they came beforea fmall Harbour that lieth 
about the middle of ALannamoict Bay, to the Southward of 
Cape Cod, and with a fmall gule of wind, and about a high wa- 
ter, touched upon a Barre of Sand thar fieth before.tt, but had- 
no hurt, the Sea being fmooth fo they laid out an Anchor ; 
but towards Evening the wind fprang upat Sea, and was fo 
vough as brake their Cable, and beat them over the 
Barre into the Harbour, where they faved their Lives and - 
Goods: for although with much beating they had fprung a 
butt-end of a Plank, yet they foon got over, and ranupona 
dry Flatt within the Harbour clofe to a Beach, and at a low” 
water got out their Goods, and were not.a little glad that chey 
had faved their Lives. But when they had-refrefhed them- 
felves, not knowing where they svere, nor what to do, were 
much.troubled , bur foon after faw fome Zndians come towards 
them in Canooes, which made:chem ftand upon their guard, 
but when they heard fomeof them {peak Eugli/a, they were~ 


not alittle revived, efpecially when they heard them ask whe- 


ther they were not the Governour of Plimanshs Men, or 

Friends, and that they would bring them to the Exglifs houfes, 

or carry their Letters: and, when they had featted thefe [x- 

dians, and given them many gifts, they fent two-men anda Let- 

ter with them to theGovernour of P/imoxth,by which he had in- 
telligence of their condition, and took order for their fupply : 

they hoping by mending of their Ship. to recover-her to go to 

Sea again, and.accordingly did mend her, but afterwarcs ha- 
yiag but bad Moring, was puton fhore again, and fuffered fo 
much fhipwrack as fhe'neyer.got off more, but all the Com- — 
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pany were forced co repair to Plimouth, where they continued 
the bet-part of a year, being courteoufly entertained, and fo 
were difperfed: The greateit part of them wentto Virginia, 
and fome remainedinthe Country. The chief amongit them 
were Mr, Fells, Mr. Sib/ey, and the Malters Name was /oha/for 
_a Scor{man, — , 7 
This Year the Plantation of Plimouth received Meffages 
fromthe Dutch Plantation, fent unto them from the Gover- 
nour there, written both in Dutch and French: The fum of 
the Letters forementioned were, To Congratulate the Engl 
here, taking notice of much that might engage them to a friend- 
ly Correfpondency and good Neighbourhood, as, The propin- 
-quity of their Native Country, Their long continued Priend- 
hip, @c. and defired to fall into a way of fome Commerce 
and Trade with them. 
- Towhichthe Governour and Council of Plimouth returned 
anfwerable courteous acceptance of their loving Propofitions, 
refpecting their. good Neighbourhood in general, and particu- 
Jarly for Commerce: And accordingly the Datch not long after 
fent their Secretary Mr. J/aac de Rofier with Letters and goods, 
who Jaid the foundation of a Trade that continued between 
them: many years after , to their mutual benefit. They alfo 
- brought the Exglif acquainted..with the trading of wampam- 


peag untill then liccle known to us, nor efteemed by us, but. was 


after of good valuation, and profitable, Although for the {pace 
of 20 years it was of great efteem among{t the Natives in divers 
parts of the Conntry, fo as it made the Jzdians in thefe parts 
Rich, Proud and Powerful , yet untill chey had {tore of it, they 
could not attain Engl Ammunition, but were fain to im- 
provetheir own Artillery of Bowes and Arrows: But when 
as they learned to make ftore of +ampam, they furnifhed them- 
felves wich Guns, Powder and Shot, which no Laws can re- 
{train, by reafon of the ‘bafenefs of findry unworthy perfons, 
both Exglifo, Dutch and French, which may turn tothe ruine

manding that no fort of Arms or Ammunition fbould by-any of 
E11 Subjects be Traded with them. 
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His Year died Mr. Richard warren, who hath been’ men- - 
— B -tioned before inthis Book, and was an ufeful Inftrumentr, 
and during his life-bare a deep’fhare in the Difficulties and — 
Troubles of the firft Settlement’of thé Plantation of New- 
Plimouth. i 
Whereas about three years before this time there came “over 
one Captain yrollafton, amanof confiderable parts, and with 
him three or four more of fome Eminency, who brought with — 
thema great many Servants, with Provifions, and other Re- 
quifires-for-to begin a Plantation, and pitched themfelves ina 
place within the AZaffachufets Buy, which they called -after- 
wards by their Captains Name, AZount Wollalton, which place 
is fince called by the Name of Braintry. / And amongft others 
that came with him, there was one Mr. Thomas Atorton, who 
it fhould feem had fome fmall Adventure of his own or other 
mens amongft them, but had little refpedt, and was flighted by 
the meaneft Servants they kepr.’ They having continued fome 
time in New-England, and not finding things to anfwer their 
Expe@ation, nor Profit to arife as they looked for, the faid 
Captain wollaffon takes a great part of the Servants, and tranf- 
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poststhem to Virginia, and difpofed-of them there, and writes

them he would give them good Counfel ; you fee (faith he) that

other neceflaries among{t his neighbours, till he could get paf- 
fage for England, if 
After this they fellto great licentioufnefs of life, in all pro- 
phanefs, and the faid AZorton became Lord of mifrule, and main- 
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tained Cas it were) a fchool of Arhei/m, and after they had got . 


fome goods into their hands, and got much by trading wich th 
Indians, they fpent it as vainly, in quaffing .and drink- 
ing both Wine and ftrong Liquors, in great excefs (as fome 
have reported ). Ten pouads worth in a Morning, fetting up a 
Atay-pole, drinking and dancing about it, and frisking about ir, 
_ dike fo many Fairies or Furies rather ,yea and wotfe prattifes, as 
if they had anew revived and celebrated the feaft of the Romans 


- Goddels Frora, or the beaftly practifes of the mad Bacchara- 
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lians. The {aid 2Zorton \ikewife to fhew his Poetry, compofed 
fundry Rythmes and Verfes, fome tending to lacivionfnefs, and 
_otherste-the detraction and fcandal of fome perfons names , 
which be affixed to his Idle or Ido! AZay-pole : they changed alfo 
the name of their place, and inftead of -calling tt AZoume Wol- 
- Laffon, they called itthe Aferry Afovnr, asif this jollity. would 
have lafted alwayes, Buttkis continued not long, for fhortly 
after, that Worthy Gentleman Mr. joka Endicot, who broughe 
over a Patent under the Broad Seal of Exgland for the Govern- 
ment of the A¢aifachufets, vifiting thefe parts, caufed that 
May-pole to be cut down, and rebuked them for their propha- 
nefs,and admonithed them te look to it that they walked better, 
fo the name was againichanged, and called AfLoant Dagon. 
“Now to maintain this riotous Prodigalicy and profufe 
expence, the faid AZortom thinking himfelf lawlefs, and hearing 
What gain the Fithermen made of trading of Pieces, Powder 
and Shot. heas head of this confortfhip, began the practice 
of the fame in thefe parts: and firfthe taught the Indians how 
to ufe chem, to chargeand difcharge them, and what propor- 
tion of powder to give the Piece, according to the fize or big-  * 
nefs of the fame, and what fhot to ufe for Fow!, and what for 
Deer: and having thus inftru@ed them, he imployed fome of 
them to Hunt and Fowl! for him, foas they became fomewhat 
more a@tivein that imployment then any of the Englifo, by 
reafon of their fwiftnefs of foot, and nimblenefs of body, being 
alfo quick-fighted, and by continual exercife, well knowing the 
haunt of all forts of game, foas'when they faw the execution 
_.. that a Piece would do, and the benefit that might come by the 
dame, they became very eager after them, and would not flick 
co give any price they could attain to for them; accounting 
cheir Bows and Arrows but bables in comparifon of them. 

And here we may take occafion'to bewail the mifchief which 
came by this wicked man, andothers like unto him, in thar 
notwithftanding al! laws,for the reftraint of felling Ammunition 
to the Natives, that fo far bafe covetoufnefs prevailed, and doth 

- {till prevail, as chat the Sa/vages become amply are with = — 
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Guns, Powder, Shot, Rapiers, Piftols, and alfo well-skilled in 


repairing of defective Arms: yea fome have not fpared to 


tell chem how ‘Gun-powder is made, and all rhe materials in 


it, and chat they are to be had in their own Land, and would 


(no doubr, in cafe they could attain to the making of Sa/t-Peter) - 


teach them to make Powder: and what mifchief may fall oui 
unto the Exgli in thefe parts thereby, let this peltilent fel- 
low Azortoe ( aforenamed ) bear a great part of the blame 


and guilt of it to furure Generations. But left I fhould hold | 


the Reader too long in the relation of the particulars of his: 


vile actings, when as the Exgli that then lived up and down 
about the A4affachu/ets, and in other places, perceiving the fad 


confequences of his trading, fo as the Judians became furnifhed - 


with the £ nglifo Arms & Ammunition, and expert in the impro- 


ving of them,and fearing they fhould at one time or another pet 
a blow thereby , and alfo taking notice, that if he were fet a- 
lone in his way, they fhould keep no fervants for him, becaufe 


he would entertain any how vile foever: “Sundry of the chief 


of the {tragling Plantations met together, and agreed by mu- 
tual confent to fend to Plimouth, who were then of more 
ftrength to joyn with them, to fupprefs this mifchief; who 
confidering the particulars propofed to themto joyn together 


to take fome courfe with him, and finding them weighty, agreed 


together to take fome {peedy courfe, to prevent (if it might 
be) the evil that was accrewing towards them, and refolved 

firft to admonifh him of his wickednefs refpeding the premifes, 
laying before him the injury he did to their common fafety, and 
thathis ating concerning the fame, was againit the Kings Pro- 


_ damations but he infolently perfifted on in'his way, and faid, 


the King was dead, and his difpleafure With him, and threatned 

thems that if they came to moleft him, they fhould look.to them/elves . 
fo thar they faw there was no way but to take him by force : fo 
they refolved to proceed in fuch a way, and obtained of the 
Governour’ of Plimouth; to fend Captain Standifo and fome 
_ other aid with him, to take the faid AZorton by force; the which 

accordingly was done, but theyfound him: to fland ftifly Pe 
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_ his defence, having made faft his doors, armed his Conforts, fet 
powder and Shot ready upon the Table, fcoffed and fcorned 
at them, and he and his Complices. being filled with ftrong 
drink, were defperate in their way: buthe himfelf coming out 
of doors to makea fhot at Captain Standijh,he ftepping to him, 
put by his Piece and took him, and fo little hurt was done , and 
fo he was brought Prifoner co Plimozth, and continued in du- 
rance until an opportunity of fending him for England, which 
was done at their common charge, and Letters alfo with him, to 
"the honourable Council for New-England, and returned again 
into che Country in fome fhort time, with lefs punifhment then 

his demerits defer ved (as was apprehended, ) | 
The Year following he was again apprehended, and fent for 
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-defides his mifcarriage herein New- England, he was fufpected 
ro have murthered a man that had ventured monies with him, 
when he came firft into New-England , anda warrant was fent 
over fromthe Lord Chief fuftice to apprehend him, by virtue 
whereof, he was by the Governour of the AZ2{fachufers fent 
into England, and for other of his mifdemeanors amongft 


might no longer bea roolt for fuch unclean Birds: Notwith- 


phane calumnies againft their Names and Perfons,.and the 
wayes of God. But to the intent I may not trouble the 
"Reader any more wich mentioning of him in this Hiftory: In 
fine, fundry years after he came again into the Country, and 
was imprifoned at Boffon for the aforefaid Book and other 
things, but denied fundry things therein, affirming his. Book 
was adulterated, And foonafter being grown old in wicked- 
nefs, at laft ended his lifeat Pafcatagua. But Ifear 1 have held 
the Reader too long about fo unworthy a perfon, but hope-it 
may beufeful co take notice how wickednefs was beginning, 
and would have further proceeded, had it not been prevented

Mr. Hig- 
ginfon, were Non-conformifts, who. having fuffered much in 
their Native Land uponthat account, they came over with a 


profeffed intention of ‘practifing Church-Reformation : the 
third Minifter Mr. Bright was a Conformift; who not agreeing 


in judgement with the other two, he removed to Charlfown, 
where alfo not agreeing with thefe godly Chriftians there that 
were for Reformation, after one years ftayin the Country he 
returned for England.» But Mr. Higginfon and Mr. Skelton, 
in purfuance of the ends of their coming over intothis Wil- 
dernefs, acquainted-the Governour Mr. Exdicor, and the refk 
of the godly-People whom they found Inhabicants of the place, 
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I acknowledge my felf much beand 
to you for your kinde love and care in fending Me. Fuller 
amongst us, and rejoyce much that 1 am by him fatisfied « 
touching your judgement of the Outward Form of Gods Wor= 
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_and the chief of che Paffengers that came over with them, with 
their profeffed intentions, and confulted with them about 
_fetling a Reformed Congregation ; from whom they found a 
-general and hearty. Concurrence,fo that after fome Conference 
together about this matter, they pitched upon the 6th of Auga/t 
for their entring into a folemn Covenant with God,and one an- 
other, and alfo for the Ordaining of their Minifters ; of whicti 
they gave notice to the Church ef Plimouth (that being the 
“ onely Church chat was in the Country before them) the people 
made choice of Mr. Ske/rom for their Paftor, and Mr. Higgin/ox 
for their Teacher. And accordingly it was defired of Mr. 
Fig ¢sinfon to draw up a Confeflion of Faith and Covenant. in 
Scripture-language;, which being done, was agreed upon. 
And becaule they forefaw that this'Wildernefs might be looked 
-uponas a place of Liberty, and therefore might in time be 
troubled with erroneous fpirits, therefore they did put in one 
Article into the Confe/fion of Faith on purpofe about rhe Duty 
and Power of the Atagiftrate in Matters of Religion, Thirty 
Copies of the torefaid Confeffion of Faith and Covenanr being 
writcen out for the ufe of thirty perfons who were to begin the 
Work, Whenthefixch of Auguft came, it was kept asa day 
of Fafiing and Prayer, in which after the Sermons and Prayers 
of the two Minifters, intheend of the day, the forefaid Con- 
feffion of Faith and Covenant being folemnly read, the fore- 
named perfons did folemnly profels their Confent theretnro : 
_ andthen, proceeded to the Ordaining of Mr. Skelton Paftor, 
and Mr. Higzin(on Teacher of the Church there, Mr. Brad- 
ford the Governour of Pimouth, and fome others with him, 
coming by Sea, were hindred by crofs winds that they could 
not be thereat the beginning of the day, but they came into 
the Affembly afterward, and gavethem the right haad of fel- 
Sowfhip, withing all profpericy, anda blefled fuccefs unto fuch 
good beginnings, After which, at feveraltimes many others 
_joyned to the Church in the fame way. . The Confeffion of 
Faith and Covenant forementioned, was acknowledged onely 
» 48a Direction pointing unto that Faich and Covenant contained 
eee is a eet te} 
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inthe holy Scripture; and-therefore ‘no man was confined unto 
that form of words, but onely.co the Subftance,. End and Scope. 
of the matter contained therein: And for the Circumftantial - 
manner of joyningto the Church, it. was ordered according - 
to the wifdome and faichfulnefs of the Elders, together wich — 
the liberty and ability of any perfon. Hence it was, that fome — 
were admitted by exprefling thetr Confent to that written Con+ 
fiffion of Faith and Covenant, others did anfwer to queftions 
abouc the Principles of Religion that were publickly propounde 
ed to them, fome did. prefent their Confeflion in writing, 
which was read for them», and fome that were able and wil- 
Jing, did maketheir-Confeflion in their. own words and-way : 
A due refpect was alfo had unto the Converfations of men, 
viz. that they were without Scandal. But fome of the Paf- 
fengers that came over atthe fame time, obferving that the 
Minilters did.not at all ufe the Book of Common-Prayer,and - 
thac they did adminifter Baptifm and the Lords Supper wichout 
the Ceremonies, .and that they profeffed alfoto ufe Difcipline 
in the Congregation againft {candalous *perfons, by. a perfonal 
application of the Werd of Godas the-cafe: might require , 
and that fome that were {candalous were denied admiffion intd 
the Church, they beganto raife fome. trouble: of thefe Mr. 
Samuel Brown and his Brother were the chief, the one being a 
Lawyer, the other a Merchant, both of them amongi{t the nam- 
bet of the firft Patentees; men of Eftates, and men’ of Parts 
and porcin the place, . Thefe two’ Brothers gathered a Com- 
pany together ina place diftin@-from the publick Affembly,and 
there fundry times the Book of Common-Prayerwwas read unto 
fuch as reforced thither. The Governour Mr. Zadicor taking 
notice of the difturbance that began to grow amongit the peo- 
ple by this means, he convented the two: Brothers before him. 
They accufed the Minifters as departing from the Orders. of the 
Church of England, that they were Separatifts, andwould  * 
be Anabaptifis, Gc. but for themfelves, they would bold to the 
Orders of the Chureh of England, ‘The Minilters anfwered 
forthemfelves, 7 hey were neither Sepavatilts nor. Anabaprilts, 
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they did not feparate from the Church of England, ar from the 
Ordinances of God there, but cnely fromthe Corruptions ana Dif- 
orders there, and that they came away from the Common- Prayer 
and Ceremonies, and had fuffcred much for their Non-Conformity 
in their Native Land, and therefore being in a place where they. 
might have their liberty, they neither could nor wonld ufe them, ber | 
caufe they judged the impofstion of thefe things tobe finful Cor- 
ruptions inthe Worfbip of God. ‘The Governour and Council, 
and the generality of the people, did well approve of the Mi- 
nifters Anfwer : and therefore finding thofe two Brothers to 
be of high Spirits, and their fpeeches and practifes tending to 
Mutiny and Faction, the Governour told them, Zhat New- 
England was xo place for (uch as they, and therefore he fenc 
them both back for England at the return of the Shipsthe fame 
year: andthough they breathed out Threatnings both againft 
the Governour and Minifters there, yer the Lord fo difpofed 
of all, chatthere was no further inconvenience followed up-

The two Minifters there being ferioufly fudious of Refor- 
mation, they confidered of the ftate of their Children, together 
with their Parents, concerning which, Lecters did pafs between 
Mr. Higginfon, and Mr. Brew/fter the reverend Elder of the 
Church of Plimouth, and they did agree in their judgements, 
viz; concerning the Church-Atemberfoip of the Children with 
their parents, and that Baptifm was.a feal of their ALember/rip, 
only when they-were Adult, they being not fcandalous, they 
were to be examined by the Charch-Ojficers, and upon thar ap- 
probation of their fitnefs, and upon thé Childrens publick and 
perfonal owning of the Covenant, they were to be received 
unto the Lords Supper.

their Native Land, as they had any Children born, Baptifm was

Mr. Higginfon \ived but one year after the fetling of the’ 

~ Church there, departed this life about the fame time the next 
year, inthe Month of Aven, 1630. Mr. Skelron lived until 
the year 1634. when he alfo quietly flept inthe Lord, and were 
both buried at Salem, Asitisan honour to be in Chrift be- 
fore others, as in Rom.16. fo alfo to be firft in the Lords work, 
and to be faithful in it, as chefe two holy men were, who made- 
fuch a beginning in Charch-reformation , as was afterwards 
followed by many others, 

In the year 1634. Mr. Roger williams removed from 
Plimouth to Salem: he had livedabout three years at Flimouth, 
where he was well accepred as an affiftant in the Miniry to 
Mr. Ralph Smith, then Baltor of the Church there, but by de- 
pcees venting of divers of hisown fingular opinions, and feek- 
ing toimpofe them upon others, he not finding fuch a concur- 

Re rence as he expected, he deftred his difmiffion to the Church of ' 
Salem, which though fome were unwilling to, yet through the 
prudent counfel of Mr, Brewffer (the ruling Elder there) 
fearing that his continuance amonglt them might caufe divi- 
fions, and there being then many able. men in the Bay, they 
would better deal with him then themfelves could, and forefee- 
ing(what he profeffed he feared concerning Mr. williams,which 
afterwards came to pafs ) that he would run the fame courfe 
of rigid Separation and Anabaptiftry,which Mr. fobn Smith the 
Sebaprilt at Amferdam had.done, the Church of Phmexth 
confented to his difmiffion, and fuch as did adhere to him were 
alfo difmiffed, and removed with him, or not long after him to 
Salm, Hecame to Sasemin the time of Mr, Skeltons sane S, 

who 
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who lived not long aftex Mr, williams was come, whereupon 
after fome time, the Church there called him to office, but he 
having in one yearstime, filled that place with principles of 
rigid feparation, and tending to Anabaptiftry , the prudent 
Magiltrates of the AZaffachufers Jurifdiction, fent to the Church 
of Salem, defiring them to forbear calling him to office, which 
they not hearkening to, was a caufe of much dilturbance. for 
Mr. williams had begun, and then being in office, he proceeded 
more vigoroufly to vent many dangerous opinions, as among 


many others thefe were fome , That it ts not lawful for an un-— 
regentrate man to pray, tor to take an Oath, and in fpecral, not the 
Oath of Fidelity tothe Civil Government , nor was it lawful for a 


godly man to have communion either in Family Prayer, or in an 
Oath with fuch as they judged wnregencrate: and therefore he 
himfelf refufed the Oath of Fideliry, and tauglit others fo to do: 


alfo, That it was not lawful fo much as to hear the codly Atinifters 


of England, when any occaficnally went thither, & therefore he ad- 


monifhed any Church-members that had done fo, as for hainous — 


fin: alforhe {pake dangerous words againft-the Parent , which 
was the foundation of the Government of the ALaffachers 
Colony: alfo he affirmed, That the AZagiftrates had nothing to 
doin matters’ of the firft Table, but only the fecond , and that there 
Soould bea general and unlimited Toleration of all Religions, and 


for any ma to be punifoed for any mutters of bis Confcience, was . 


perfecntion, And further he procured the Church of Salems 
eonfent unto letters of Admonition, which was written and 


fent by him intheir name,to the Churches at Bo/ton,Charlfown, ° 


New-town (now Cambridge ) &c. accufing thé Magiftrates that 
were members of the refpective Churches, of fandry hainous 
offences which-he laid unto their charge, and though divers did 
acknowledge their error and gave fatisfa@ion, yer Mr. Wil- 
‘ams himfelf, notwithftanding all the pains that was taken wich 
him by Mr. Cotton, Mr. Hooker,and many other's, to brin e him 
toafight of hiserrorsand mifcarriages, and notwichftanding 
all the Courts gentle proceedings with him, he nor only per- 
fifted, but srew more violent in his way, infomuch as he ftaying 
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at home in bis own houfe, fent. a Letter, which. was delivered 
and readin the publick Church affembly, the {cope ef which 
was to give chem notice, That if the Church of Salem would not 
(eparate not only from the Churches of Oid-England, but the 


Churches of New-England too, he Would feparate from them: the 


more prudent and fobsr partof the Church being amazed at 
his way, could not yield unto him: whereupon he never came to 
the Church Affembly more, profefling feparation from them as 
Antichriftian, and not only fo, but he withdrew all private re- 
ligious Communion from aay that would hold Communion 
with the Church, there, infomuch as he would not pray nor:

After which Mr. williams fat down in a place called Provi- 
dence, out of the Ataffachnfers Jurifdiction, and was followed by 
many of the members of the Church of Salem, who did zea- 
foufly adhere to him, and who cried out of the Perfecution that 
was again{t him: fome others alfo reforted to him from other 
parts. They had not been long there together, bute from rigid 
feparation they fell to Anabaptiftry, renouncing the Bapufm 
which they had received intheir Infancy, and taking up another _ 
Baptifm, and fo began a Churelvin that way, but 22r. williams 
ftopped not there long, for after fome time he told the people 
chat had followed him, and. joyned with him ina noua,

and barbarous Wildernefs, and honouring his own Way of 
Inftituted Worfhip, caufing fuch and fo many to adhere there- 


unto, and fall upon the practice thereof: Among the reft, a_ 


chief one among{t them was that famous Patern of Piety and 
Juttice Mr. fobs winthrop, the firft Governour of that Jurif- 
diction, accompanied wah divers other precious Sons of Siov, 
which might be compared to the moft fine gold. Amongst 
whom alfo I might name that Reverend and Worthy man, Mr. 
ohn wilfon, eminent for Love and Zeal, be likewife came 
over this year, and bare a. great fhare of the difficulties of 
thefenew beginnings wich great chearfulnefs and-alacrity of 
fpirit: They came over with a Fleet of ten Ships! three of chem 
arriving firft at Salem, in which feveral of the chiefelt of 
them came, who-repairedfundry of themin fome fhort time 
intothe Bay of the AZaffachafers, the other feven Ships ar- 
rived at Charlftown, where it pleafed the Lord to exercife them 
with much ficknefs, and being deftitute of houfing and fhelter, 
and lying up and down in Booths, fome of them languifhed 
and died: yea, it pleafed Godto take away amongft the reft, 
that bleffed Servant of Chrift Mr, Z/aac Pobnfon, with his Lady, 
foom after their arrival, wich fundry other precious Saints. 


This ficknefs being heavy upon them, caufed the principal of |

verfe with the Dutch, as hath been hinted, they feeing them 
feated in a barren quarter, told them of a River called by them 
the Frefo River, which they often commended unto them for hich i rhe 


a good place, both for Plantation and Trade, and wifhed them pee rane 


Rivere 


to make ufe of it, but their hands being full otherwife, they 
let it pafs: but afterwards there coming a company of Indians 
into thefe parts, that were driven out of their Country by the 

potency of the Peguors , they follicited them to go thither. 
| ‘Thefe Zzdiazs not feeing them very forward to entertain the mo- 
_ tion, which they moved with great ardency, they follicited them 
of the Government of the Maffachufets in like fort, but

Houfe, and {towed it intoa Barqué, ready to rear at their land- 
ing, and went up the faid River, and reared their Houfe, and 
fenced it about with a Pallifado; which was done with great dif- 
ficulty, not onely of the Dutch, but alfo of che Indiaps.

afort they afterwards were, 

This year it pleafed God to vifit Plimonth with an infectious 
Feaver, of which many fell very fick, and upwards of twenty 
died, men, women and children, and fandry of them’ were of 
their ancient Friends, amongft the reft, Mr. Samuel Fuller 
then died, after he had much helped others, and was a comfort 
rothem: he was their Chirurgion and Phyfician, and did much 
soodin his place, being not onely ufefull in ‘his faculty, but

In the Spring of this Year there fell avery great ficknefs of 


the Small Pox amongft the Indians, fo as they died moft mi- 
ferably of ic, for aforer Difeafe cannot come amongift them, 
and they dread it more then the Plague it felf, for ufually thofe 
of them which have this Difeafe, have them in abundance, and 
for want of Bedding and Linen, and other Neceffaries, they 
fall into a lamentable condition ; for as they lye on their hard 
Mats, the Pex breaking and ‘running one mto another, their 
skin cleaving by reafon thereof to the Mats they lye on, when 
they turn them, much of their. skin will flay off at once, and 
they will be all ona gore blood,: moft fad and grievous to be- 
hold, and then being very fore, what with cold and other dif- 
tempers, they die like rotten fheep. ey: 

This Year one Captain Stove, who had fometimes lived at 
Chriftophers in the weft-India’s ; came-into thefe parts» of 
whom I have nothing to {peak in way of commendation, but 
rather the contrary, After he had been to and fro in the 


Country, he returned towards Virginia with one Captain Nor- 


vom, and foit was, that as they returned they went in at Co- 


neticot River, where the Indians killed the faid Stone as he

they madea prey of his goods, 

It isto be obferved, That the faid Stone being at the Dutch 
Plantation in the fore-part of this year, a certain Barque of 
Plimouth being there likewife on Trading, he kept company 
with the Dutch Governour, and made him drunk, and got 
leave of ‘him in his drunkeunefs to take the faid Barque, wich- 
out any occafion or caufe given him, and fo taking his time 
whenthe Merchant and fome of the chief of the men were 
on fhore, with fome of his own men, made the reft of them 
weigh Anchor, and fet failto carry her away toVirginia: but 

-fome of the Dutch Seamen, who had been at Plimouth and 
received kindnefs, feeing this horrible abufe, got a Veflel or 
two-and purfued them, and brought them back. After this 
hecame into the AZaffachufers Bay, where they commenced 
Suit againft him , but by the mediation of fome it was taken 
up, and afterwards in the company of fome Gentlemen he 
came to Plimonth, and was kindly entertained: but Revenge 
boilingin his breait, (as ‘fome conceived) he watched a fea- 
fonto have ftabbed the Governour, and put his hand: to his 
Dagger for that end, buc by Gods Providence ordering the 
vigilance of fome thar were about him, he was prevented ;

ticular he preferred a Petition to the Right Honourable the 
‘Lords Commiffioners for the Plantations in America, in refe- 
rence unto fome injuries done by the French and Dutch -unto 
the Country , which Petition found good acceptance, and was 
inaway to a fatisfactory Anfwer: but fundry Adverfaries 
interpofed, whofe ends were the fubverfion and overthrow of 
the Churches, at leaft to difturb their peace, and hinder their 
growth. but by Gods providence it fo fell outinthe end, that 
although thofe Adverfaries croffed the Petition for taking any 
further effetinthe end principally intended in ir, yet by this as 
a means, the whole plot was difcovered, and thofe Adverfaries 
came to nothing: the particulars whereof, are too long here 
to beinferted, : 

This Year, on Saturday: the fifteenth day of duguf?, was 
fucha mighty ftorm of Wind and Rain, as none now el ie : 

thefe 
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thefe parts, either Eaglif or Indian had feen the like, being like 
unto thofe Hirracanes or Tuffins that writers mention to be 
fometimes in the Zzdies. Jt began inthe morning a little before 
day; and grew not by degrees, but came with great violence in 
the beginning, to the sweat amazement of many, It blew down 
fundry houfes, and uncovered divers others: divers Veffels 
were loft at Sea init, and many more in extream danger, It 
caufed the Sea to {well in fome places to the fouthward of 
Plimouth,as that it ar ofe to twenty foot right up and down, and 
made-many of the Zndiaxstoclimb into Trees for their fafety : 
Itthrew down all the Corn to the ground, which never rofe 
more; the which through the mercy of God, it being. near 
harveit time, was not loit, though much the worfe: and had 
the wind continued without fhifting , in likelihood it would 
have drowned fome part of the Country. It blew down many 
hundred thoufands of Trees, turning up the ftronger by the 
roots, and breaking the high Pine Trees and fuch like in the

This Year the Towns onthe River of Cowneéticor began to 
be planted, and in tran{porting of Goods thither, from_ the 
Maffachnfits Bay, two fhaflops were caft away (loaden wich 
Goods to go thither ) in“an ‘Eafterly ftorm, at the mouth of 
Plimeuth Harbour , the Boats men were all loft, not fo much as 
any of their bodies found for burial, they being five in number 
in both the Boats: the Principal of them was one Mr. William — 
Cooper, an antient Seaman of known skill, having formerly been 
Mafter of a thip, and had gone great. Voyages to the Eaft-Indies 
and to other parts, but the night being dark and ftormy, they 
ran upon the skirt of a flat that lieth near the mouth of the 
harbour, and fo were over-raked , the goods came on fhore 
along the Harbour, and the Governour caufed a careful courfe 


to betaken for the prefervation of them in the:behalf of the 


tight owners, who afterwards received fo many of them as 
were faved. 


betwixt the Engh andthe Pequots, which { will relate accor- 
ding to my beft intelligence, in order whereunto I thought 
good to mention fome particulars firft, that by difcerning the

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of the mercy and goodnefs of God may be taken notice of, to 
his praife,for deftroying fo Proud and Blafphemous an Enemy. 
In the Year 1634. the Pequots,a {tout and war-like People, 
who had made War with fundry of their Neighbours, and being 
puffed up with many Victories, grew now at variance with the 
Narrhaganfets, a great People bordering upon them , thefe 
Warrhaganfers held correfpondence and tearms of friendfhip 
with the Exgli of the Maffachufets: now the Pequots being 
confcious of the guilt of Captain Stozes death, whom they 
knew to bean Exglit man, as alfo thofe that were with him; 
and being fallen out with the Datch, left they fhould have 
over many Enemies at-once, fought to make friendfhip with the 
Englife of the AZaffachvfers, and for that end, fent both meffen- 
gers and gifts unto them, as appears by fome Letters fent from 


the Governour of the Ataffachufets co the Governour of 


Plimouth, as followeth, 
Dear and Worthy Sir, 


| O let you know lomething of our affairs, you may un- 

Ber fland that the Pequots have fent fome of theirs to 
15, c0defire our friendlbip, and offered much Wampam and 
Beaver, ec. The first meflengers were difmilfed without 
anfwer, with the next we had divers dayes conference, and

returned without doing any thing to purpofe, being fruftrate of 
their opportunity by their deceit: After the Engl of the 
Maffachufets were recurned, the Prquors took their time and 
opportunity to cut off fome of the Engl at Connecticot, as 
they paffed up and down upon their occafions , and tortured 
fome of them in putting them to death,in a moft horrid and bar- 
barous manner : and moft Blafphemoufly inthis their cruelty 
bad them call upon their God, or mocked and derided the 
when they fo did, and not long after affaulted them at their 
houfes and habitations, as will appear more fully in the enfu- 
ing Relation, 
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N the fore-part of this Year, the Pequors fell openly upon the 
Engh{h at Connetticot in the lower parts of the River, and 
flew fundry of themas they were at work in the fields, both 
men and women,to the great terror of the reft, and went away 
in great pride and triumph with many high threats: they alfo 
affaulted Saybrock Fort, at the mouth of the River of Conne- 
Hicot, although it was ftrong and well defended : ir ftruck them 
with much fear and aftonifhment, to fee their bold attempts in 
the face of danger, which made them in all places to ftand upon 
their guard, and to prepare for refiftance, and earneltly to 
 folicice their friends and confederates in the AZaffachufets Bay,to 
fend them fpeedy aid, for they looked for more forceable 
affaulcs Mr. Vawe being then Governour of that Jurifdiction, 
writ from theic General Court to the Governour and Court 


of New-Plimouth, to joyn with theminthis War, to which 


they were cordially willing: In the mean time, before things 
could be preparéd for to fet out, the Pegrvots (as they had 
done the winter before) fought to make peace with the Narrba-

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ganfets, and ufed many pernitious Arguments to move them 
thereunto, as That the Englifh were frangers, and-begam to over= 
{pread their Country, and Would deprive them thereof in time, if 
they were fuffered to grow and increafe. andif the Narrhaganfets 
did affift the Englith to fubdue them, that did but make way for 
their own overthrow , for if they. were rooted ont, the Englifh 
Would foom take occafion to. fubjugate them, and if they would 
hearken to them, they foould uot need to fear the firength of the 
Englith : for they would not come to open Battel with them, but 
fire their Houfes, kill their Cattel, and lye in ambulh for them as 
they went abroad upon their occafions, and all ths they might eafily 
do with little danger to themfelves: the which courfe being ‘held, 
thiy Well faw the Englith would not long fubfift, bute they would 
either be fturved with hunger, or forced to forfuke the Country 2 
witli many like things ; infomuclrthacthe Narrhaganfers were 


once wavering, and were.half minded to have made peace with. - 
them, and joyned againft the Evglify, but again when they- 
contidered how much wrong they had received from the Pe-. 


quots, and what an opportunity they now had by helping the 
Exngiis, toright themfelves, revenge was fo fweet to them, as 
it prevailed above all the reft, fo asthey refolved to joyn with 
with the Exglif againft them, and fo. did. The Court of 
Phmouth agreed to ferid fifty men at their own charge, and wich 
as much {peed as poffibly they- could get them in'a readinefs,. 
under fufficient Leaders, and provided a Barque to carry their 
provifions, and to tend upon them on all occafions, and when 
they were ready to march with a fupply from the Bay, they had 
word fent them to ftay, for the Enemy was as good ‘as van- 
quifhed and there would be no need, 

J fhall not take upon me exactly to defcribe their Proceed- 
ings in this War, becaufe poflibly it hath been done by them- 
felves that were A@ors therein, and beft knew: the Circum- 
{tances of things: 1 fhall therefore fet them down in the main 
and general, according.to my belt Intelligence; 

From: Coxeicot, who. were moft fenfible of the hurt 


fuftained and the prefent danger, they fet out. a party of mem 
SN a ee and. 
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and another party met them fromthe Adaffachufers Bay at the 
Narrhaganfets, who were to joynwiththem, The Narrba- 
ganfets were very earnelt to be gone, before the Exgiifh were 
well refted and refrefhed, efpecially fome of them which came 
laft: It fhould feem their defire was to come upon the Enemy 
fuddenly and unexpectedly. There being a Barque of Plimonth 


newly put inthere, which was come from Coneéticor, they did 


encourage them to lay hold of the opportunity of the Lzdians 
_forwardnefs, and to thew as great forwardnefs as they, for it 
would encourage them, and Expedition might turn to their 
great advantage: So they went on,. and fo ordered their 
march, as the Jvatazs brought themtothe Fort of their Ene- 
my (in which moft of their chief men were) before day : 


They approached the fame with ¢'reat filence, and furrounded. 
it both with Exglifs and Indians, that they might not break our, 


and fo affaulted them with great Courage, fhooting. amongit 
_ them, and entred the Fort with great fpeed, and thofe that 


firft entred found fharp refiftance fromthe Enemy, who both 


fhot and grapled with them: Others ran into their-houfes, and. 


brought out fire and fet them. on fire, which foon took in their 
Mats, and their houfes flanding clofe together, with the wind 
all was foon ona flame, and thereby more were burnt to death: 
then were otherwife flain, It burnt their Bow-ftrings, and 
made them unferviceable. Thofe that efcaped the Fire were 
flain with the Sword, fome hewed to pieces, others run 
through with their Rapiers, fo as they were quickly difpatched, 
and very few efcaped: The Number they thus deftroyed} was 
conceived to be above Four hundred, At this time is was a 


. fearful fight to fee them thus frying in the Fire, andthe ftreams | 
of Blood quenching thefame, and horrible was the ftink and 
{cent thereof: but the Victory feemed a {weet Sacrifice, and. 


they gave the praife thereof to God, who had wrought fo:

hands, and givethem fo {peedy Victory over fo proud, infult-

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the whole Execution to the Eng/ih, except it were the flopping 
any thac brake away, infulcing over their Enemies in their 
ruines and mifery, when they faw them dancing in the Fire, 
calling bya word intheir own Language, fignifying O brave 
Pequots! which they ufed familiarly amongi{t themfelves in 
their own praifes, in Songs of Trinmph after their Vidto- 
ries. , : ; 

After this Service was thus happily accomplifhed, the Zg/ 
marched to the water-fide, where they met with fome of their 
Veffels, by whom they were refrefhed, and fupplied with Vi- 


ctuals and other Neceffaries : But in their march, the reft of 


the Peqaors drew into a Body, and followed them, thinking to 
have fome advantage againft them by reafon of a Neck of 
Land, but when they faw the Exgli@ prepare for them, they 
keptaloof, fo as they neither did hurt, nor would receive any, 
And after the Fug/if their refrefhing, and repaiting together 
for further Counfel and Directions, they refolved to purfue 
their Victory, and follow the War againft thereft: but the 
Nurrbaganfets molt of them forfook them, and fuch of them 
as they had withthem for Guides or otherwife, they found 
very cold or backward in the bufinefs, either out of envy, or 
that they thought the Exg//2 would make more profit of the 
Victory then they were willing they fhould, or elfe deprive 


them of thacadvantage that they defired, in making the Pequots 


become Tributaries unto them, or the IiKe. 
For the reft of this Tragedy, I fhall onely relate the fame 


as it is in a Letter’ from Mr. wiathrop to Mr. Bradford, as 


followeth : 


worthy Sir, 
Received your loving Letter, but firaightnefs of time forbids 
me: for my defire 1s to acquaint you with the Lords creat 


mercy towards us, in our prevailing againft his and our Enemies, 


that you may rejoice and praife his Name With us. About four- 


fore of our men having coafted along towards the Dutch Planta- 
tion, fometimes by water, but moft by land, met here and there with

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[ome Pequots, whom they flew or took Prifoners. Two Sachems 
they took and beheaded , and not hearing of Safacus the chief Sa- 
chem, they gave a Prifoner his life to go and finde himout: He 
went, and brought them word where he was, but Salacus [u[petting 
himtobea Spy, after he Was gone, fled away with (ome twenty 
more to the Mohawks, fo our men miffed of him: yet dividing 
themfelues, and ranging up and down as the Providence of God 
guided them, for the Indians were all gone (ave three or four, and 
they knew not Whither to guide them, or elfe would not, Upon the 
thirteenth of this Adonth they lighted upona great Company, Vit. 
Eighty frrong mex, andtwo hundred Women and children, in a 
fmall Indian Town faft by a hideous Swamp, which they all fupped 
into, before our menconld get to them, Our Captains were mot 
then come together, but there was Afr. Ludlow and C aptain Ma- 
fon, with fome ten of their men, and Captain Pattick with fome 
twenty or more of his,who footing at the Indians, Captain Trask: 
with fifty more came [oon in at the noile. Then they gave order ta 
farround the Swamp, st being about a AdLile round, ut Lieutenant 
Davenport asd. fome twelve more, uot hearing that Command, 
fell into the S wamp among ft the Indians: The S wamp was fo 
thick, with forubs, and Boggie withall, that fome fiuck faft, and 
received many foot. Lieutenant Davenport. was dancgerenfly 
wounded about his Arm-hole, and another foot inthe Head, fo as 
fainting they were in great aanger to have been taken by the Indians, 
but Sergeant Riggs and Sergeant Jeffery, and two or three more, 
re(cuedthem; and flew divers of the Indians with their Swords. 
After they were drawn out, the Indians defired Parley, and were’ 
offered by Thomas Stanton our Interpreter, That if they would 
come out and yield themfelves, they fhould have their lives that 
had not their hand iz the Englith Blood, wehereupen the Sachem of 
the place came forth, and an old man or two, and their wives and 
children, and fothey [pake two hours, tillit was night: Then Tho- 
Mas Stanton was fent to them again, to call them forth, but they’ 
_ faid.they would fell their lives there, and [o fhot at him fo thick, 
aif hehad not been prefently relieved and refcued on his crying | 
lout, they would have flain him, Then our men cut off a place of 
eee ) Swamp 
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Swamp with their (words, and cooped up the Indians into a nar- 


row compals, fo as they could eafier kill them through the thickets : 


fo they continued all the night, franding about twelve foot one from 


another, andthe Indians coming up clofe to our men, fhot' their - 


Arrows fo thick, as they pierced their Hat brims, and their fleeves 
and frockens, and other parts of their Clothes , yet fo miracu- 
Loufly did the Lord preferve them, as not one of them Was wounded, 
fave thofe three who rafbly Went into the Swamp as afore(aid. When 
a was near day it grew very dark, fo as thofe of them that were 
left, dropped away, though they flood but twelve or fourteen foot 
Afunder, and Were prefently difcovered,and fome killed in the purf[uir. 
Inthe fearching of the Swamp the next morning, they found nine 
fiain, and fome they pulled up, whom the Indians had buried in 
the Mire: (0 as they do think. that of all this Company not twenty 
did efcape, for they after found fome who died in the flight of thesr 
wounds received, The Prifoners were divided, fome to thofe of 
the River, and the reff to us of thefe parts. We fendthe Adale- 
ebildren to Bermuda’s by Afr, William Pierce, and the Women 
and Mdaid-children are difpofed about in the Towns. There have 
been now flain and taken in all, about Seven hundred, the reft are 
difperfed, and the Indians ix all quarters fo terrified, as all their 
friends areafraid to receive them, Two of the Sachems of Long- 
land came to Afr? Scaughton, and tendred themfelves to be under 
cur Protettion sand two of the Nepannet Sachems have been 
with meto feck our Friendfbip. Among the Prifoners we have 
ibe Wife and Children of Mononotto, a woman of avery modeft: 
countenance and behaviour : It was by her mediation that the two 
Englith Adaids were fpared from death, and were kindly ufed by 
her, fothat I have taken charge of her. One of her firft requefts 
was, That the Englifs would not abufe her body, and that her 
‘Children might not be taken from her. Thofe which were 
wounded we fetched foon off by John Gallop, whe came with bis 


Boat in an happy hour to bring themVittuals, and to carry their 


wounaed men to the Barque, where our chief Chirurgion was, 
with Adr. Wilfon, being about eight leagues off. Our people are 
allin health, the Lord be praifed : And although they had marched

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in their Arms all the day, and had been in fight all the night ; yet 
they profeffed they found them/elves fo, as they could willingly have 
gone tofuch another bufine(s: the Captains report we have, flain 
thirteen Sachems, bzt Safacus and Monotto are frill Living this

-omit many confiderable circumftances : fo being in much firaight- 
ugfs of. time, the (hips being to depart within this four dayes, and in 
them the Lord Lee and Adr.

Toconclude the difcourfe of this matter: This Safacus the 
Pequot Sachem, being fled co the AZohawke, they cut off his head, 
_and fome other of the chief of them, whether to fatisfie the 

Englifh, or rather the Narrhaganfits (who as \-have heard 
hired them to do ic) or for their own advantage, I know not. 
And thus this War cook end, the body of this People were 
wholly fubdued, and their Country taken from them, and fuch 
~ of ats Inhabitants as had efcaped the heat of our revenge, by 
fire and fword, being neverthelefs at the difpofe of the Con- 
-querers, were by the Exg/i% appointed fome to the Narrbagain- 
_fets,and fome to the Afonhegens under Unkas their Sachem,who 
had been faithful and ferviceable to them in this Wat : yet the 
 Narrhaganfets were not pleafed that themfelyes had not the 
 fole Government.of the Captives, and have ince been continu. 
ally quarrelling with the Azonbeags, and have fomerimes” been 
plotting againit the Exgijalfo. butto conclude, the -Peguors 
-have {ince been taken under the immediate Government of the 
Englifa Colonies, and live in their own Country, being Govere 
ned by fuch of their own, asare by the Encl fabhiinced. and 
appointed for that purpofe, eso

About this time there arofe great troubles in the Country,

chat were principal therein was made manifeft unto alf men: 
the evil confequences tlereof faced very fadly , fo as ir influ- 


enced into their Civil State, and caufed great difturbance: but 


by Gods blefiing on the improvement of the faithful endeavours 


of: 
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of his Servants, the Meffengers of the Churches, who were 
called together as a Synod to help in the cafe, together with 
the prudence andinduftry of fundry principal ones amongtt 
them, both in Church and State at other times: a right under- 
ftanding of fome fei things, in differenceamongit the fincere _ 
and godly, was. procured. The Ring-leaders of the Faction 
being thus detected were cenfured, not only by the Church, 
but by the Civil power,and were alfo condemned to.exile ; who 
not knowing where they might fit down fafely, made requelts 
unto the Government of Plimouth, that they might be at an 
Hand, that they had not hitherto improved, called by the Z#-_ 
dians Aquetnet, (and by the Engl inhabiting it Road-Ifland } 
which the Government of Plimouth aforefaid, confidering they 
were their Country-men and fellow Subjects that were thus 
diftreffed, and deftitute of habitation, although they had their 
errors inas great diflike as thofe from whence they came, yet 
pittying them in their prefent_ftraights , granted their re- 
quelt : fo thefe having there feated themfelves, and finding 
tharit was a very fruitful and pleafant place, (fuch indeed, as 
that Colony or Jurisdiction hath not any the like lefe within 
their Patent ) they foon drew many more unto them, not only 
to fill up that I{land, but have alfo feared two more Towns on 
the.

Mr. Roger 
wiliams.and others, were cont{trained ro follicice the Govern- 
ment of the A¢affachafets for aid,-and help them againtt their 
Infolencies » And for that end, fome of them defired to come 
under their Jurifdictiou,and were accepted. Moreover,feveral 
of the poor Netghbouring Natives were fo injurioufly wrong- 
ed by them the faid Gorton and his Company, they feeking to 
bereave them of their jult Rights of Lands by furreptiuous 
wayes , infpecial, Pombam and Sokanoko, two petty Sachems 
living not farre off from Providence, who were bereaved of 
their jut Rights in Lands, byimproving the Tyranny of Azi- 
antonimok., the then chief Sachem of the Narrhbacanjéts, for 
the procuring thereof, -which neceflicated the faid uhder- 
Sachems.co; make their Appeal tothe Court of the AZaffachz- 
fets for help in theic:oppreffed condition, fubjecting themfelves 
and their Lands unto their Jurifdiction likewife: which caufed 
thefaid Government gto Require their Appearance at Bofton, 


to Anfwer the Complaints of thofe opprefled Exglifs and In- 


diavs. But notwichflanding they feveral times fent to them 
witlrall gentlenefs and courteousexpreflions, they neither ap-

About the middle of 4Zay this Year, there came three Men 
of War into Plimouth Harbour, under the command of Captain 
Thomas Cromwel, who had taken feveral Prizes from the 
Spaniards, by Commiffion from the Earl of /Varwick,: they 
avere full of monies, filks, and other rich goods, fome of which 
they left behinde them, They were a-company of lufty flout 
men, but very unruly and hard to govern, norwith{tanding 
the careand vigilance, both of fuch as were in Authority of 
Plimouth, and alfo of their own Commanders, who could hard- 
jy reftrain them, efpecially from inordinate drinking and quar- 
relling: It proved fatalto one of them, who being quarrelling

ply the place of that Eminent Servant of Chrift Mr. Dhomas 
Flooker, a little before deceafed ; but the:Church at Cambridge 
(by the Advice of their Paftor Mr. Thomas Shepard, then living) 
not willing'to part with fo greata Treafure, became Compe- 
titor with Hartford, and gave hima Call tothem, This loving 
Swrife between the two Churches of Hartford and Cambridge 
about him, wasinafhore time decided by the awfull hand of 
God, in the death of that Eminent and Glorious Star, Mr. T4o- 
mas Shepard, Paltor at Cambridge , which place being wholly 
defticute, and Hartford being fupplied with a Teacher, namely, 
that Worthy of the Lord, Mr. Samuel Stone, the Ballance was 
caftfor Cambridge, and in the year 1650 he was Called and 
‘Ordained their Paftor.
